The gold bugs are in the ascendency in 


tho management of the affairs of the Gov- 
ernment now. No more stiver is to be 
coined in the Carson and San Fiaucisco 
mints at, present. 
Yesterday Superin- 


tendent Diinoni of the San Francisco 
mint discharged forty employes in com- 
pliance with instructions from Washing- 
ton, and doubtless Superintendent Wright 
of tho Cursou mint reduced his force pro- 
portionately. This is tbe effect of Har- 
risonisin in tbe White House and Beedism 
in Congress. 
In compliance with the 


wishes of Wall Street brokers and eastern 
bankers, tho coinage of silver has been 
indefinitely suspended on this coast, and 
that too at a time when the Treasury 
surplus is exhausted uud money too scarce 
to meet the requirements of the people. 


The appiopriathms made by Mr. Reed's 


Congress would be more than sufficient to 
pay off the National debt, and if all the 
mints, not only in the United States, but 
in -the whole world, were tun to their full 
capacity coining gold and silver during the 
next two years "they could not mint suf- 
ficient to meet these appropriations. This 
vast expenditure will have to be paid by 
the masses for the benefit of the privileged- 
classes, yet this* eystemized robbery is 
sanctioned by the office holders and office 
seeking members of one of tbe great polit- 
ical parties of the country. 


There never was a tatiou in historical 


times that had too many gold and silver 
coins. When money is plenty the re- 
sources of the country are developed, ns 
capite.l caunot afford to be unproductive 
if the tax collector performs his duty. 
The 


prodncta of tho farm, the workshop and

labor is iu demand, but whan rnouey is 
scarce and high, times are dull, enterprise 
is deail, tho price of labor and commodi- 
ties low, and there is general stagnation in 
business.

incumbent, Poyner. 
For Supreme Judge, 


S. M. Weaver, of Iowa Falls, wua nomi- 
nated on the third ballot, defeating Chief 
Justice Beck, the present incumbent, and 
other candidates. Congressman Perkins, 
Chairman of tho Committee on Resolutions^ 
repotted a platform. A. J. Hirscbl, or 
Davenport, also a member of the committee, 
protested against the plonk endowing pro- 
hibition under a high license, as will offord 
protection and prohibition, to those com- 
munities which desire tbe same, and also 
wholesome restriction and regulation of 
those which, under the prohibitory system, 
are, and of necessity ever will be, cursed 
by free liquor. To-day it is the breeding 
of more intemperance than any other law 
that can be devised. The geuurul sentiment 
of the Convention, however, was clearly 
against a substitute, and, on roll call, it was 
defeated by a vote of 951 to 107. A tro- 
mendoua applause greeted tho announce- 
ment of prohibition victory. On a motion 
of one of the delegates that the platform, 
as reported by the committee, be adopted 
by a rising vote ?Uh cheers. There were 
no opposing votes, and the platform was 
adopted unanimously.

Fortifications, on which 


it is suggested that Uncle Sam shall ejj- 
pend $20,000,000 as soon as possible, 
would be of little use against flyinjf ma» 
chines that could drop dynamite and 
other explosives from aloft. Likewise 
ships of war, however heavily armored, 
would he at the mercy of hostile aerial 
navigators. 


In such a case batteries of a descrip- 


tion altogether new would have to be 
devised for shooting vertically, and the 
general defending a position on terra 
firma would be obliged to assail the 
winged foe with volleys of bombs di- 
rected upward, aa one would shoot 
ducks on the wing. Should such a state 
of affairs cornp to pass, it qeema Jjkely 
that the conflicts of the future between 
nations will have to be fought out in the 
air between squadrons of flying men-of- 
war. 
A.bout that time one would imag- 


ine, it would be considered that the 
period bad arrived, so long lookec} for 
by military thinkers, when there could 
be 110 more fighting because it would be 
too vastly destructive. 


Saving achieved tbe conquest of th,e 


waters, it is natural that man should 
likewise desire the mastery of the air, 
and thus in all ages the human race has 
been ambitious to fly. The earliest at- 
tempt in this direction recorded by tra- 
dition is the mythical account of! DJB- 
dalus, who, having constructed the celer 
brated labyrinth for Minos, king of 
Crete, was PO unfortunate as to offend 
that monarch, and being imprisoned, 
escaped with the aid of wings made of 
feathers cemented with wax. 


Another ancient story of Archytas, of 


Tarentum, who constructed a wooden 
pigeon that had power to fly, so nicely 
was it balanced by weight and put to 
motion by inclosed air. 
If there is any 


truth in tho account, it seems probable 
that Archytas was a fakir and worked 
hia bird with a string, as is done on the 
stage. The ancients, generally speak- 
ing, made no attempts in the direction 
of aeronautics, believing that the power 
of flight could only appertain to the 
most powerful gods. 


OLD SCHEMES FOB FLYING. 


Four centuries ago an ingenious gen- 


tleman named Lauretus Laurns pub- 
lished a statement to the effect that 
swan's eggs filled with quicksilver, when 
exposed to the sun, would ascend in the 
air, but it is not recorded that the ex- 
periment was ever subjected satisfac- 
torily to scientific test. In 1670 a Jesuit, 
Francis Lana, proposed to make four 
copper balls, each twenty-five feet in 
diameter and only four one-thousandths 
of an inch in thickness, from which the 
air was to be exhausted. 


To these balls a basket was to be at- 


tached, with a mast and sail, and the 
calculation was that the contrivance 
would curry 1,200 pounds. Unfortunate- 
ly it was discovered that the excessive 
thinness of the copper spheres would 
cause them to be broken when a vacuum 
was created inside of them by the press- 
ure of 1 he atmosphere from without, 


Neveitheless, 
this suggestion 
ap- 


proached more nearly to a practicable 
idea in aerostatics than any other offered 
up to tbe time of the invention of the 
balloon in 1783 by the brothers Mont- 
golfier 
So late as 1775 Joseph Ualien, 


a Dominican 
friar and 
professor in 


philosophy, contended that it would be 
possible to collect the rarefied air of 
some lofty mountain top and inclose it 
hi a huge vessel a mile in diameter, 
which would carry fifty-four times aa
